Injunction, to Be Sought Restraining 
State Labor Commissioners from Pre- 
venting Operation of Concern Here. 


Hapgoods, the employment agency which 
operated with the assistance of high sounding 
literature until the state labor commission 
put it out of business by revoking its license 
and severely condemning its methods, is plan- 
ning to go into court tomorrow to attempt to 
obtain a new lé@se of life.

Should Keep Out of Politics. 


A lively session is expected by the Chi- 
¢ago Federation of Labor today, when the 
political action committee makes its report 
on the progress of labor’s political campaign. 

As the result of President Gompers’ dec- 
laration that-he will support Bryan, some 
of the labor men opposed to Gompersand his 
political program are expected to take the 
opportunity to score the labor chief for mix- 
ing politics and union affairs. 

Many of the delegates to the federation 
are republicans and refuse to follow the dic- 
tutions of Gompers or any other labor leader 
in politics. Several democratic members 
also object to Gompers’ attitude. 

Most of the leading members of the federa- 
tion are expected to be present and some of 
them will speak their minds on the attitude 
of Gompers. 


Union Head Scores Gompers. 

'* President Gompers has no business todic-. 
tate what ticket the members of labor or- 
ganizations shall vote,”’ said Charles Dold, 
president of the Piano, Organ and Instru- 
ment Makers’ union. 

“ As head of the federation he should have 
nothing to do with politics and should yot 
come out in this partisan manner. The fed- 
eration is made up of members of all parties 
and for Gompers to publicly support Bryan 
is an injustice to the members.” 

Mr. Dold. said he would publish his views 
on the subject of Gompers’ political attitude 
in an editorial to appear shortly in the Piano, 
Organ and Instrument Makers’ Journal. Mr. 
Doid, who is editor, will urge his organiza- 
tldn to disregard Gompers’ declaration. 


No Faith in Promises 


Steve Sumner of the milk wagon drivers’ 
union, who is a candidate for clerk of the 
Circuit: court, also differs with Gompers.

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New York Police Order All Un- 
necessary Noises Suppressed. 


HUCKSTERS MUST BE QUIET. 


Scissors Grinders’ Bells Waffled and 
Cans Must Not Be Kicked. 


New York. July 18.—[Special.—Police Com- 
missioner Bingham’s anti-noise crusade. 
rumors of which Have been in thé air for 
some time, crystallized today in the form of 
1 general order, directing the police to stop 
all unnecessary noises, naming in detail 
many nuisances the commissioner desires to 
have stopped. 

By way of preface the commigsioner says 
the police of this city can put a stop to a 
large proportion of the unnecessary noises 
which torment the entire population. ~ It is 
essential to the health and happiness of 
the people, says the \commissioner, not only 
that there be no disturbances at night but 
that the day be as quiet as possible, as there 
are thousands of night workers who must 
sleep during the daytime. It is part of the 
duty on police patrol, says Commissioner 
Bingham’s order, to see that at least al! 
unnecessary noise is suppressed. 


Needn’t Arrest, but Stop Noise. 

“It is not desirable or necessary,"’ says the 
commissioner, that the ponce make whole- 
sale arrests, but they are directed to take a 
personal interest in the matter uf noise, each 
man on his own post, summaril; to'stop all 
unnecessary noises. In cases where noises 
are Violations of the law arrests will be made. 
Generally speaking, a public nuisance is 
an act that annoys, injures, or endangers 
the comfort, repose, health, or safety of 


any considerable number of people. 


What Must Be Stopped. 

These noises are ordered stopped: 

Unnecessary shouting of street hawkers. 

Unnecessary shouting and yelling. 

Unnecessary blowing of whistles. 

Roller skating on the street and sidewalk 
that interrupts traffic. 

Whistling peanut roasters. 

Unnecessary blowing of automobile horns. 

Exhaust escaping unmuffled from motor- 
cycles and autos. 

The blowing of horns and bugles and ring- 
ing of bells by scissors grinders. 

The yelling of old ciothes men. 

The yelling of hucksters at night. 

Kic..ing tin cans alone the sidewalk. 

Yelling of carriage barkers at theaters and 
hotels. 

Flat wheels on street cars. 

The barking of dogs. 

The police are directed to see the owners of 
barking dogs, and if they do not abate the 
nuisance the police must report the case for 
action oy the board of health. 


15 MORE TRAINS AN HOUR 
FOR NORTHWESTERN L ROAD. 


Work on South Water Street Stub Ter- 
minal Will Be Started as Soon as the 
Company Accepts Ordinance. 


Patrons of the Northwestern Elevated rall- 
road were pleased to learn yesterday that 
an increase of fifteen trains hourly during 
the rush periods of tne day will be the re- 
sult of the passage by the city council of the 
North Water street stub terminal ordinance. 
Work on the termina! will be started as soon 
as the company formally accepts the ordi- 
nance. 

A quorum of the members of the board 
of directors of the road could not be found 
yesterday, but a meeting will be culled soon 
at which it is generally conceded the ordi- 
nance will be accepted.

DEATH. CLOSES ROOF STANDS 


Court Acts After Fatal Fall of 
Excited Baseball Fan. 


THREE OWNERS ENJOINED. 


Judge Heard Decides Housetop Bleach- 
ers Are Dangerous. 


The death of Willie Hudson, the 14 year 
old boy who fell from the roof of a neigh- 
boring building during the Cubs-Giants base- 
ball game Friday afternoon has sounded 
the knell of the “ housetop grandstands,’’ 
which have been a bone of contention be- 
tween the city and the building owners for 
years. 

In an order issued yesterday Judge Oscar 
E. Heard enjoined the owner of the stand 
from which the Hudson boy fell and the 
owners of two other stands near the Chi- 
cago National league park from permitting 
their use by spectators. The victory for 
the city ‘is not complete, however, for in 
another order the city is enjoined from re- 
moving the stande fron. tne roofs. It is ex- 
pected by the city and baseball park owners 
that if the matter ever comes to a hearing 
again the building owners will meet with 
decisive defeat.

Ancrew Brennan, 783 West Taylor street. 
Downey Warned Them. 
Former Building Commissioner Joseph 
Downey @ year ago warned these men that 
their roof stands were a menace to public 
safety in that they were not provided with 

sufficient safeguards fot patrons. 

Commissioner Downey threatened to re- 
move the stands if they were not equipped 
immediately with fire escapes. The owners 
applied to the courts and secured restraining 
orders. Temporary injunctions were granted 
and the cases have been argued several times 
since then. Judge Heard, who issued the 
restraining order, listened to arguments two 
weeks age. 

Boy’s Fall Proves Fatal. 

The Hudson boy died at the county hoe- 
pital in the morning without regaining con- 
sciousness. He fell from the stand on Am- 
sterdam’s roof during the excitemeni in the 
fifth inning of Friday's game wien *‘ Joe” 
Tinker batted a home run. His skuli was 
fractured and several bones breken.

COMES T0 CLBAR PARK DEATH 


St. Louis Man Sent to Identify 
Woman Found in Lagoon. 


FACTS POINT TO SUICIDE. 


Body Is Believed to Be That of Miss 
Mary Schrage, Who Is Missing. 


The police are of the opinion that the body 
taken from the Jackson park lagoon Friday 
night is that of Miss Mary Schrage, com- 
panion to Miss Hulda. Duestrow, sister of 
Arthur Duestrow, who murdered his wife 
and two children at St. Louis some years ago. 

Miss Schrage disappeared from the Due- 
strow residence, 2345 Lafayette street, St. 
Louis, Monday night, and ner description 
tallies In many respects with that of the 
body now at an undertaking establishment at 
477 East Sixty-third street. William Stolz 
of St. Louls, maager of the Duestrow estate, 
is so sure that it is Miss Schrage that he has 
wired instructions to the undertaker and 
has sent J. E. Cremer to Chicago to make 
the identification complete. 


Evidence Points to Suicide. 

According to the coroner and the police 
there is no question about it having been a 
case of suicide. Coroner’s Physician Henry 
G. W. Reinhardt in holding the post mortem 
discovered an internal tumor, the pains from 
which, he says, must have been severe enough 
to unbalance her mind. He also noted that 
she had slashed the blood vesgels in both 
wrists. The police found the footprints of 
the woman on the beach and traced her 
movements from the path through the 
bushes. The indications are that she delib- 
erately walked into the water with the pur- 
pose of killing herself, 

It is believed that the body had been in the 
water a comparatively short time when it 
wae discoyered. Who the woman might have 
visited in Chicago or what was her object in 
coming here are matters that remain. to be 
solved. The presumption igs that she started 
to rejoin Miss Hulda Duestrow, who is spend- 
ing the summer at Ann Arbor, Mich. 


Thinks Mind Was Affected. 


Miss Huida inherited her brother's estate, 
and Miss Schrage had been her companion 
for sixteen years. The latter had relatives 
in Germany. She departed from the St. Louis 
house efter saying she intended going out 
to visit a friend. When she did not return 
within a reasonable time Miss Duestrow was 
notified, and she telegraphed from Ann Arbor 
to spare no expense in the search. Mr. Stolz, 
it is reported, believes her mind became af- 
fected by the heat. 


GARY HARBOR OPENS THURSDAY 


John W. Kern Will Be the Principal] 
Speaker and Government Vessels 
Will Fire Salute. 


Invitations have been sent out by the Com- 
mercial club of Gary, Ind.. for the formal 
opening of the new Gary harbor next Thurs- 
day. John W. Kern, democratic candidate 
for vice president, will be the principal! 
speakers. Others expected to speak are 
Congressman James R. Mann and W. W. 
Wilson. The revenue cutter Tuscarora and 
the naval training ship Dorothea will act 
as escort for the steamer E. H. Gary, which, 
with a load of ore and tron. will officially 
open navigation. A salute of twenty-one 
guns will be fired by the two government 
boats as the Gary enters the harbor. 


a peak, or “* hog back,”’ at Rush street. It is 
planned to have this peak graded down in 
order to accommodate the viaduct, which 
would then be only a little higher than the 
bridge abutments on the south side of the 
river. 

The river bridge would then slant diagonal- 
ly from Michigan avenue to Pine street, with 
another bridge at Wabash avenue to handle 
heavy traffic and the present bridge at Rush 
street would be taken out altogether. 


Property Owners Support Plan. 

The plan, according to Attorney Burnham, 
has the support of nearly all the property 
holders on the west side of Michigan avenue 
and of more than half of those on the east 
side. Besides the advantages to be derived 
from Michigan avenue property holders by 
the enhanced value In property which would 
result from a surface boulevard and the re- 
duced expense of such/construction, Attorney 
Burnham pointed out that by using Michigan 
avenue as part of the boulevard, instead. of 
leaving it a traffic street, it would be neces- 
sary to condemn only thirty-four feet on the 
east side of the street in order to get a total 
width of 100 feet, or ten feet more than the 
present width of Michigan avenue at the Art 
institute. ; 

Another vital advantage was suggested in 
the willingness of the property owners topay 
heavy assessments for a boulevard along the 
lines suggested, as against the determination 
of the Michigan Avenue Improvement asso- 
ciation to fight assessments for an elevated 
link on the ground that they would be bene- 
fited in no way by such construction, 


No Need for “Hog Back.” 

Engineering data in connection with the 

new plan was supplied by the Greeley-How- 
ard company. According to plats furnished 
by this company, the Chicago and North- 
western tracks rise from seven feet above 
Chicago. datum, at State street, to fourteen 
feet above datum at Rush street, and then 
slant down on the east side, getting back 
to ten feet above datum at St. Clair street. 
It is argued that there is no necessity for 
this ‘‘hog back,”’ and that it could be pared 
down much more easily than most of the rall- 
road alterations ordered by the city coun- 
cil in the last ten years have been made. 
By cutting the roadbed to eight feet above 
datum and building a viaduct with an 
eighteen foot clearance the boulevard would 
reach the river twenty-aix feet. above city 
datum. 
‘It is the height of such a viaduct, if the 
tracks were left at the present level, that 
has been made a basis for argument for an 
elevated strip to correspond south of the 
river in Michigan avenue, and this is what 
is now declared to be unnecessary, because 
of the present height of Michigan avenue at 
River street. This is found to be fifteen 
feet above Chicago datum, and a four foot 
rise to the proposed bridge would bring the 
bridge level to nineteen feet above datum, 
leaving only seven feet to account for in 
reaching the twenty-six foot level on the 
north side of the river. 

This, the engineers say, could be pro- 
vided for’ by a bridge built at an incline of 
of 2 per cent, and it is urged that this grade 
would be scartely appreciable. The grade 
is figured on an estimated bridge length of 
450 feet. 

Says Plan Is Practical. 

“JT have discussed the inclined bridge prop- 
osition with the city bridge department,” 
said Attorney Burnham, “and lam informed 
that it is entirely practicable, 

“ The property owners in Michigan avenue 
are.not out for any particular style of boule- 
vard, although they have offered several 
suggestions to the board of local improve- 
ments. If the board wants a 100 foot boule- 
vard we Will be satisfied, and if it wants thir- 
ty feet more we will be just as well pleased. 

+ What we do want to show is that the ele- 
vation planned in Michigan avenue is unnec- 
essary from an engineering point of view 
and disastrous financially and commercially. 
It would congest the loop district more than 
ever and would remove the splendid posai- 
bilities that He in Michigan avenue from 
Randolph street north as a desirable shop- 
ping center. I question whether the city 
sould get the money for the work, because 
the property owners would insist that their 
property would be damaged by the project, 
and persons outside the immediate district 
could make a strong showing that they are 
not benefitted in any way.” 


UNIONISTS NOT IN CONTEMPT. 


Colorado Court Decides Gompers, Mitch- 
ell, and Local Leaders Need Not 
Testify in Civil Suit. 


Denver, Colo., July 18.—Through a decision 
of District Judge Allen in the case of the 
‘Thompson Marble company against Presi- 
dent Gompers and the officers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and fifty officers 
and members of the Denver Building Tradee 
council, the trades unionists win the first 
skirmish in the battle to secure $50,000 dam- 
ages from the union men. The plaintiff also 
seeks to jail some of the workmen for alleged 
boycotting. 

The plans of the marble company to have 
Gompers and the officers of the federation 
declared in contempt of court also was de- 
feated. 

Papers in the suit were served on Gompers, 
John Mitchell, John B. Lennon, and James 
Duncan last week when they came to Denver 
to attend the democratic national convention. 

Judge Allen upheld the contention of the 
labor leaders that they were not compelled 
to make depositions in 4 civil case on the 
ground thet their testimony might tend to 
incriminate them In prosecutions pending. 


VETERAN INSURANCE MAN DIES. 


John Secord Belden, Western Manager 
for London and Lancaster, Is Vic- 
tim of Heart Disease. 


John Secord Belden, a yeteran fire insur- 
ance man of Chicago, died suddenly from 
heart disease at his home, 2514 Prairie ave- 
nue, yesterday. He had been associated 
with fire insurance companies since 1860. 

Mr. Belden was born in Rochelle, N. Y., 
Sept. 8, 1839, and came to Chicago in 1860 
to begin his business career with the Ger- 
man-American Fire Insurance company. 
Later he became western manager for the 
London and Lancaster Fire Insurance com- 
pany, and at the time of his death was west- 
ern manager for the Fire Association of 
Philadelphia.

Lawyer Asks Bar Association to Blot 


Out the Record of Censare. 


Harry 8S. Mecartney, who censured Judge 
Lockwood Honoré for his decision in the 
once celebrated Riddle salary case, and was 
himself.censured by the Bar association for 
the biting quality of his eriticism, has asked 
the Bar association to wipe the reproof from 
the records. : 

Mr. Mecartney admits that he was mildly 
disciplined, but he contends that he ought not 
to have been disciplined at all. Friends of 
the judge point out that In making his appeal 
Mecartney is reflecting mainly on the Bar 
association's committee, which after careful 
consideration reproved the lawyer. 

Francis A. Riddle, whose claim against 
the west park board caused the original dis- 
pute, believed he should receive $20,000 more 
than the regular compensation allowed him 
as the board's attorney. : 

The bogrd did not think so, and the case 
was fought in the courte, Judge Honoré 
hearing it. 


How the Trouble Started. 

Riadle was awarded the claim, much to the 
dissatisfaction and “amazement” of Mr. 
Mecartney. This amazement, together with 
other emotions equally deep, the attorney 
proceeded to express in a brief filed with the 
court itself in support of a motion for appeal. 
The brief was read with delight by thou- 
sande, for it did not read like a legal docu- 
ment. It was entertaining, witty, and spiced 
with all manner of quips. 

But Judge Honoré did not like it, for al! the 
bright shafts were aimed at him. So he laid 
the brief before the Bar association, with 
the statement that it contained serious 
charges against him, and that it menaced 
the dignity of his court. ; 

After many weeks the Bar association con- 
cluded to “ reprove’’ the too daring attor- 
ney. : 

No Change of Heart Apparent. 

In his plea for a rehearing Mr. Mecartney 
points out that the case is no longer before 
Judge Honoré, and that therefore the charges 
in the earlier brief can now be investigated 
with more thoroughness. The lawyer appar- 
ently has had no change of heart. 

‘“‘In my former brief, laid before the board 
ef managers by Judge Honoré,"’ says Mr. 
Mecartney, “it was specifically charged that 
the Riddle claim, upon its merits and upon 
the evidence considered by Judge Honoré, 
was @ plain case of graft, and that the act 
of the plaintiff in pressing it was an act of 
‘civil treason.’ 


Cites Points Overlooked. 

* Now, the board of managers, in consider- 
ing Judge Honoré’s protest that his judicial 
character had been attacked, overlooked 
these points: 

Haa this Riddle case the character, the essentia! 
character, which the writer ascribed to it? 

If tt has, is not the action of the judge in sus- 
taining it a matter of public concern—one logically 
calling for action by any association formally 
pledged to ‘‘ promote the administration of jus- 
tice "’? 

And is not the question of whether a judge of 
@ court of full juriediction has sustained such an 
umholy and unrighteous claim at least as important 
as the question whether or not thejopposing coun- 
sel has used too vehement language? 

Mr. Mecartney concludes: 

“We did not charge Judge Honoré with 
graft; we did charge him with prejudice. 
We assumed that he had integrity,”’

This action was taken yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation held in the Great Northern hotel, 
‘which was also atten¢ed by a number of 
shippers and railway officials of the middle 
a west. The association numbers more than 
; 5,000 railway agents and at its last annual 
meeting in California authorized the execu- 
tive committee to take steps to. uphold a re- 
adjustment of rates and devise ways and 
means for creating public sentiment against 
@ reduction. 


Unanimous for Readjustment. 

The pamphlet recently issued by William 
C. Brown, vice president of the New York 
Central lines, in which he discussed the ques- 
tion, “‘Shall freight rates be slightly ad- 
vanced or wages of railway employés m3- 
terfally reduced?’ was read by Secretary 
William M. Drury of White Pigeon, Mich., 
and resulted in a unanimous-decision for a 
readjustment of tariffs. 


“The fact of the matter is,"’ said W. H. 
Mills of Norwalk, O., president of the asso-. 


ciation, “it has come to this point: Are the 
railroads to be forced into giving poor serv- 
ice, maintain unreliable rolling stock, cut 
rates to a point where millions of dollars are 
lost, and maintain a high wage scale, or shall 
the rates be mace equitable toallalike. The 
roads have been losing money each year for 
years. Materials have advanced, operative 
departments cost more, and wages have gone 
upward. The shipper is not benefited by a 
low rate for it cheapens his product in the 
market when the consumer eries, ‘Do you 
want everything? It costs nothing to bring 
your goods to market, hence, you must cut 
your prices.’ These are the questions with 
which we must contend.” 


Agents to Make Campaign. 

J. E. Van Deusen, third vice president of 
te Erie railway, Gowanda, N. Y.. declared 
that “ the people have not been fully advised 
as to what reduction of freight rates means. 
The shipper at home makes a cry against 
extortionate rates. low prices, and poor mar- 
kets, and his cry is taken.to the larger cities, 
where local associaitions take it up and en- 
deavor to force the local merchant and manu- 
facturers io stand for a lower rate. An 
equitable rate that will let the roads get out 
' clear and give the shipper a fair rate is what 
is needed. If rates are lowered strikes will 
result as well as reduction of wages gen- 
erally.’

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RATE RAISE MAY HIT A SNAG 


Commission Likely to Act if 
‘Pooling’ Is Shown. 
KNAPP TELLS BODY’S POWER. 


Inteistate Head Explains How In- 
crease Might Be Just. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—The interstate 
commerce commission may take action on 
the increased freight rates agreed to at the 
meeting of the Southeastern Freight asso- 
ciation and the Southéastern Mississippi Val- 
ley association at Louisville, Ky., yesterday, 
when the new tariffs are filed with the com- 
mission by the roads having membership in 
the associations. 

Action can be taken by the commission on 
its own initiative or upon the complaint of 
shippers or shippers’ associations. If the 
commission should find the increase in 
freight rates was made through concerted 
action and that there was evidence the Sher- 
man ahti-trust law was violated, the atten- 
tion of the attorney general will in all prob- 
ability be. called to the matter. 


In speaking of the powers of the interstate 
commerce commission in the case where an 
advance in freight rates has been mace by 
any railroads, Chairman Knapp of the com- 
mission said today: 

‘The railroads must file their tariffs with 
the commission within thirty days’ notice of a 
contemplated change. Changes in rates be- 
tween competitive pointg must be made sim- 
ultaneously -by all the roads operating be- 
tween those points. This, in a measure, pro- 
tects the shipper. When a railroad files no- 
tice of an increase in its freight rates, the 
commission can, on its own motion, make an 
investigation as to the reasonableness of 
the advance. 

“In the case where the commission acts 
on its own motion, however, it cannot isste 
an order. If a shipper makes a complaint 
to the commission against a railroad, charg- 
ing an unjust increase in rates, each side is 
given a hearing and the commission can then 
issue an order based on its decision in the 
case. 


All May Present Case. 

‘Should it develop that the increase was 
made through concer‘ed action, the commis- 
sion would likely refer the matter to the 
attorney general. The department of justice 
can also call upon the commission to inves- 
tigate as to the reasonableness of an in- 
crease in rates. 
“The commission would base its investi- 
gation on the conditions existing on the roads 
making the increases, considering each case 
separately. It may be found that the roads 
in the south would be justified in increasing 
their rates, while the roads in the trunk line 
association would not have sufficient grounds 
for doing so. In each cage the railroads 
would be given every opportunity to present 
their case. While the commission is an ad- 
ministrative body, its duties are analogous 
to those of a judicial body, and the same 
form is used—a complaint, an answer, and a 
hearing. 


How Increase Is Justifiable. 

‘* Justification for increase in freight rates, 
if there is to be such an increase, may be 
found, if at all, only in the fact that in- 
creased cost of operation and maintenance 
of railroads has reached a point where rea- 
sonable profit on money invested in them is 
not possible from the revenue they receive. 
‘(In determining if rates-are reasonable 
careful consideration is necersary of three . 
factors—that good wages be paid railroad 
employés, that, present transportation faciif- 
ties be kept to a satisfactogy standard, and 
that new facilities be provided to meet the 
ever increasing demand for them."’ 


Four Roads Balk at Law. 
Little Rock. Ark., July 18—Four of the 


railroads operating in this state. the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern, St. Louis and 


Southeastern, and the Chicago Rock Island 
and Pacific, entered suits in the federal court 
here today to prevent, the enfcrcement of the 
2 cent passenger fare and freight tariff legis- 
lation.

RECEIVER FOR DETROIT FIRM 


Cameron, Currie & Co., Brokers, 
Said to Owe $1,045,000. 


EXPECT TO PAY IN FULL. 


Concern Has Membership in the Chi- 
cago ‘Stock Market. 


* 

Detroit, Mich., July 18:—The brokerage firm 
of Cameron Currie & Co. today went into 
the hands of a receiver through a bili filed 
in the Cireult court by Cameron Currie 
against his parther, Louis H. Case, asking 
a dissolution of partnership. Fred G. Aus- 
tin was appointed receiver by Judge Man- 
dell with a bond of $250,000. It is said no 
other Detroit financial institution is in- 
volved. 

Practically the only charge which Mr. Cur- 
rie makes in his bill for the dissolution of 
partnership is that Mr. Case, in taking orders 
from customers, did not secure enough cash 
to cover the purchase of stocks and boncs 
by the firm and that the firm in this way 
became obligated to others to the extent of 
$1,045,000. Agcording to Judge Mandell, Mr. 
‘Case admitted this charge, 

Mr. Currie stated today that the receiver- 
ship had been determined upon after a 
thorough discussion of the firm’s troubles, as 
the best way of weathering them, ang the 
most promising manner of collecting the 
heavy indebtedness from customers whom 
they had been carrying on their books. 


Payments Hang on Accounts. 


The members of the firm issued a state- 
ment this afternoon in which they declare 
that the ability of the firm to pay its debts 
depencs upon the total of the outstand- 
ing accounts, amounting to $1.045,000, which 
can be collected. They say if 60 per cent of 
the accounts prove good, the firm wil! be able 
to pay its debts in full. 

Receiver Austin has not made any detalled 
statement of assets and liabilities. It is said, 
however, that the lIabilities total in the 
neighborhood of from $500.000 to $700.000. Of 
the indebtedness it is said about $500,000 
owed to various banks and trust companies, 


The realization that the firm was inselvent 
was forced upon Mr. Currie last Monday 
when he concluded an audit of his accounts 
preliminary to a projected Increase in capi- 
tal and increase in business. The disclosure 
is said to have been a revelation to him. 


Member of Many Exchanges. 

The firm of Cameron Currie & Co. consists 
of Cameron Currie, Louis H. Case, and Clar- 
ence Carpenter. The firm was organized in 
i802 and Fred 8. Osborne was a member of 
it until 1901. Mr. Case succeeded him when 
he withdrew. Mr. Currie is a member of 
the New York stock exchange, Boston stock 
exchange, New York produce exchange, Chi- 
sago stock exchange, and Chicago board of 
trade. Mr. Currie also is a director of the 
Copper Range Consolidated company, Baltic 
Mining company, and the Copper Range Rail- 
road company. 

Louis H, Case is a native of Flint, Mich., 
and has had a remarkable rise in the busi- 
ness and social world of Detroit. Mr. Case, 
who is only 32 years of age, in the last thir- 
teen years has risen from the position of 
messenger for the Commercial National bank 
to the active management of the large busi- | 
ness of Currie & Co. He entered Mr. Cur- 
rie’s Office in 1800 as cashier and in 1901 was 
taken into the firm. He is one of the most 
prominent young men in the social world of 
Detroit.

The strength of Atchison’s position is unques-— 
tioned. Five per cent dividends are being paid 
on $114,190,500 preferred, and 5 per cent on $104, - 
901,000 common stock. The company has no short 
time notes outstanding, and no prospects of new 
financing ahead. The territory served affords:the 
most stable earnings. Operated independently the 
property is capable of earning its interest require- 
ments several timea over. During the last eleven 
months Atchison earnings have shown a smaller 
decrease, owing (to industrial depression, than those 
of any other truffiJine.

Net Earnings Increase $12,000,000. 
“I don’t know of many businesses or indus- 
tries that can make such a showing for the 
last three years,’’ commented Mr. Barlow. 
“Their net earnings increased nearly $12.,- 
000,000 in three years, their surplus increased 
nearly $10,000,000, and all the time 5 per cent 
dividends were paid on the stock. And yet 
the Atchison and other railroads are com- 
plaining of business depression and demand- 
ing higher freight rates. 

“ But after this showing President Ripley 
had this to say in a published letter several 
weeks ago: ‘ We.have constant public pres- 
sure for better facilities involving expendi- 
tures of vast sums ofmoney. Who isto pay? 
Where will the railroads get the money? The 
year ending June 30, 1907, was the most pros- 
perous the railroads ever had, yet the re- 
turns to the owners were meager except in 
the cases of a few of the most prosperous 
roads. The Atchisdn earned about 6% per 
cent on its capitalization, and its property 
could not be reproduced for the capitaliza- 
tion. I do not believe there is one concern 
among those who are protesting which did 
not earn much more than that. Thereis no 
industry in the country on which the returns 
for invested capital are sosmall. Heretofore 
railway bonds have been in favor with in- 
vestors because of their supposed security, 
but the continued attacks have raised doubts, 
and it no longer is possible to obtain capital 
at low rates even In the case of the strongest 
roads. For the company I represent I do 
not fear bankruptcy, but there are others 
lé#s fortunate for which relief must arrive 
soon.’ 


Next Move Up to Roads 


** Well, President Ripley should not have 
much féar for his road,’’ continued Mr. Bar- 
low. “And, in spite of his statement, I 
don't think he knows ofia better paying prop- 
osition of anywhere near equal size and cap- 
italization. But that shows the attitude of 
railroad men in the matter, and what justice 
there’ is in their plea that they must raise 
rates. President Ripley says that more 
money ig needed, and that the railroads 
haven't got it, and can't get it. How about 
that gigantic surplus fund, and what hasthe 
Atchison done with ite funds? It has earned 
big sums, and should have provided for a 
lean period just as other industries do."’

Several years ago Zotti received informa- 
tion to the effect that.t existed great im- 
morality among many of the Croatian priests 
in this vicinity. In one of the affidavits that 
has been filed with the attorneys there is an 
account of a dinner given by two Croatian. 
priests in this city which puts in the shade 
the famous Seeley dinner. Like that affair, 
it is said severa! young women in the lightest 
of costumes, participated. 


Crusade Leads to Downfall? 

When Zotti had satisfied himself, by means 
of affidavits, of the truth of these stories, be 
began a crusade which resulted in the re- 
moval of several of the priests from their 
charges. But from that time on, the troubles 
of Zotti started. Croatians, for the most 
part, could not be convinced of the truth of 
the charges against the priests, and, it is said, 
gave their help in securing revenge against 
Zotti. He in the meantime had started a 
Croatian daily newspaper in New York—the 
only Croatian daily in the country—and had 
started a line of steamships of his own, with 
the old liner Brooklyn as the nucleus.

NOTED SLAYER TITLED LADY 


Mystery of Over Half Century Is 
- Finally Cleared Up. 


FLED CASTLE FOR OLD LOVE. 


Baronet's Wife 51 Years in Matteawan 
for Double Marder. 


New York, July 18.—[{Special.J—The mys- 
tery surrounding the identity of Henrietta 
Robinson, “the velled murderess "’ who died 
in Matteawan Asylum for the Criminal In- 
Sane in 1905, after serving fifty-one years, 
bas been cleared up. 

After a most thorough investigation in 
Canada, England, and at Troy, where the 
Robinson woman was convicted of poison- 
ing two persons, it has been established that 
she was none other than Lady Charlotte 
Wood-Eliott. a relative of Lord Minto. and 
the wife of Sir William Francis Augustus 
Eliott, baronet, of Stobs, Scotland. who 
still lives. 


Flees Castle for Love. 


The story not only reveals the identity of 
Lady Eliott, who fled from her castle to fol- 
low the fortunes of an American politician 
with whom she was in love, but gives many 
features of the romance and tragic fate of 
this remarkable woman. 

Lady Eliott, as’ Charlotte Wood, whose’ 
father was prominent in Quebec, had four 
sisters and one brother. She and her sisters 
were educated at the Emma Willard academy 
at Troy; N. Y. Among their classmates 
there were Mrs. Russell Sage and Miss Char- 
lotte Doolittle of Ithaca, who later became 
Mrs. Morris of Chicago. 


Forced to Wed Baronet. 


While at the academy Charlotte Wood fell 
in love with John C. Mather, a prominent at- 
torney and politician. She corresponded 
with him after she returned to her home in 
Quebec. But her -aristocratic parents 
forced her to marry an Englishman, then a 
member of the army stationed at Quebec. 
He was Lord Eliott, whose family had a 
vast estate on the border of Scotland. 

Lady Eliott went to her husband's home, 
but was unhappy, and in 1851 deserted him 
and came to New York under the name of 
Henrietta Robinson. After staying here a 
short time she went to Troy, and met again 
her sweetheart of former days. He pur- 
chased her a fine house in Troy. and they kept 
up clandestine relations for some time. 


Convicted of Double Murder. 


Then remorse apparently overcame Mrs. 
Robinson, as she called herself, and she de- 
termined to go back to her husband. She 
was intercepted by Mather, who induced her 
to remain. Soon afterward, however, he 
tired of her, and,:her jealousy aroused, 
she threw off all restraint, and published 
their relations to the world. 

While Mather was attempting to get rid 
of the woman she was accused of the murder 
of Timothy Lanagan, 4 grocer, and Catherine 
Lubee, a young rélative of his who lived 
with the family. This was in 1853. 

Mrs. Robinson wWas: tried, and convicted, 
and sentenced to death, but her sentence was 
commuted and she was sent to Matteawan. 
She always protested her innocence of the 


crime.

Crime Becomes Natural. 


“Or executions, hangings, murders, and 
bombs people now write and speakias they 
used to speak about the weather. Children 
play at *hangifigs. Lads from the high 
schools, who are almost children, go out on 
expropriating expeditions, ready to kill, just 
as they used to go out hunting. To kill off 
the large landed proprietors in order to seize 
their estates appears now to many people 
to be the best solution of the land question. 
“In general, thanks to the activity of the 
government, which has allowed killing as 
a means of obtaining its ends, all crimes— 
robbery, theft, lies, tortures, dnd murder— 
are now considered by the miserable people 
who have been perverted by the government 
to be most natural deeds, proper to a man. 
‘Yes, awful*as are the deeds themselves, 
the moral, spiritual, unseen evil they pro- 
duce is. incomparably more terrible. 


Answers to Peace Excuse. 


“You say you commit all these horrors to 
restore peace and order. 

“ By what means do you restore them? By 
the fact that you, representatives of a Chris- 
tian authority, leaders and teachers approved 
and. encouraged by the servants of the 
church, destroy the last vestige of faith and 
morality in men by committing the greatest 
crimes—lies, perfidy, torture of all sorts, and 
the last, most awfu! of crimes, the one most 
abhorrent to every human heart not utterly 
depraved—not just a murder, a single mur- 
der, but murders innumerable, which you 
think to justify by stupid references to such 
and such statutes written by yourselves in 
these stupid and lying books of yours which 
you blasphemously call the law. 


Murders Will Not Pacify. 


‘You say that this is the only means of 
pacifying the people and quelling the revolu- 
tion; but that is evidently false. It is plain 
that you cannot pacify the people unless 
you satisfy the demand of most elementary 
justice advanced by Russia’s whole agricul- 
tural population, namely, the demand for 
the abolition of private property in land and 
refrain from confirming it and in various 
‘ways irritating the peasants as well as those 
unbalanced and envenomed people who have 
begun a violent struggle with you. You 
cannot pacify people by tormenting them 
and worrying, exiling, “imprisoning, and 
hanging womien and children. However hard 
you may try to stiflein yourselves the reason 
and love natural to human beings, you still 
have them within you and need only come to 
your senses and think in order to see that 
by acting as you do—that is, by taking part 
in such terrible crimes—you not only fail to 


make it worse. | 
Cause Lies tn Spiritual Mood. 


“This is only too evident. The cause of 
what is happening does not lie in physical 
events, but depends entirely on the spiritual 
mood of the people, which has changed, and 
which no efforts can bring back to its for- 
mer condition, just as no efforts can turn a 
grown up man into a child again. Social 
irritation or tranquillity cannot depend on 
whether Peter is alive or hanged or on 
whether John lives in Tambof or in penal 
servitude at Nertchinsk. Social! irritation 
or tranquillity must depend not on how Pe- 
ter or John alone but how the great ma- 
jority of the nation regard their position, 
and on the attitude of this majority to the 
government to landed property, to the re- 
ligion taught them, and on what this ma- 
jority consider to be good orbad. The power 
of events by no means lies in the material 
conditions of life, but in the spiritual condi- 
tion of thé people. Though you were even 
to kill and torture a whole tenth of the Rus- 
sian nation, the spiritual condition of the 
rest could not become such as you desire. 


Pacification Further Off. 


“So that all you are now doing with all 
your searchings, spyings,’ eviling, prisons, 
penal settlements, and gallows does not 
bring the people to the state you desire, but 
on the contrary increases the irritation and 
destroys all possibility of pacification. 

“* But what is to be done?’ you say. 

“ What isto be done? How are the iniqui- 
ties that are now perpetrated to be stopped ?”’ 


Key to Freedom in Land.

All the abominations you do are 
done for’ yourselves, for your own covetous, 
ambitious, vain, vindictive, personal ends, 
in order to continue a little longer in the de- 
pravity in which you live and which seems to 
you cesirable. 


People See Through Selfishness. 
‘‘tiowever much you may declare that all 
you do is done for the good of the people, men 
are beginning mBre and more to understand 
you, and, more and more to despise you, and 
to regard: your measures of restraint and sup- 
pression not as you wish them to be regarded, 
as the action of some kind of higher collective 
being, the government—but as the personal 
evil deeds of separate evil self-seekers. 

“ Again, you say: ‘Not we, but the revo- 
lutionaries, began all this, and the terrible 
crimes of the revolutionaries can only be 
suppressed by firm measures (so you call 
your crimes) on the part of the government.’ 
“You say the atrocities committed by the 
revolutionaries are terrible. I do not dis- 
pute it, but add that besides being terrible 
they are also stupid, and—like your own ac- 
tione—hit beside the mark. Yet, however 
terrible and stupid may be their actions, all 
those bombs and tunnelings, and those re- 
volting murders and thefts of money—still all 
these deeds do nOt come ahywhere near the 
criminality and stupidity of the deeds you 
commit, 

Wo Better than Rebels. 
“They are doing Just the same as you, and 
for the same motives. They are in the same 
—I should gay ‘comical’ were its conse- 
quences not 60 awful—delusion that men 
having formed for themselves a plan of what 
in their opinion is the desirable and propgr 
arrangement of society, haive the right and 
possibility of arranging other people's lives 
according to that plan. The delusion is the 
same. These methods are violence of al] 
kinds—including taking Nife. And the ex- 
cuse is, that an evil deed committed for the 
benefit of many ceases to be immoral; and 
that. therefore, without éffending against the 
moral law, one may lie, rob, and kill when- 
ever this leads to the realization of that pro- 
posed good condition for the many which we 
imagine that we can foresee, and which 
we wish to establish. 
“ You, government men, call the acts of the 
evolutionaries ‘atrocities" and ‘great 
crimes,’ but, they have done and are doing 
nothing that you have not done, and done to 
an incomparably greater extent. They only 
do what you do; you Keep spies, deceive, and 
spread printed lies, and sq do they. Yoy 
take people's property by all sorts of violent 
means and use it as you consider best, and 
they do the same. 


Government Crimes Greater. 
“You execute those whom you think dan: 
gerous, and so do they. So that while em- 
ploying the same immoral means as they do 
for the attainment of your aim, you certainly 
canot blame the revolutionaries. All you can 
adduce for your own justification, they can 
equally adduce for theirs; not to mention that 
you do much evil they do not commit, such 
as squandering the wealth of the nation, pre- 
paring for war, making war, and subduing 
and oppressing foreign nationalities and 
much else. 

“You say you have the traditions of the 
st to guard, and the actions of the great 


have their traditions aiso arising from the 
past, even before the French revolution; and 
as to great men, models to copy, martyrs 
that perished for truth and freedom, they 
have no fewer of these than you. 

“So that, if there is any difference between 
you, it ls only that you wish everything to 
remain as it hag been and is, while they wish 
for a changé. And in thinking that every- 
thing” cannot always remain as it used to be, 
they would be more right than you had they 
not adopted from you that. curious, de- 
strucfive delusion that one set of men can 
know a form of life suitable for all men in 
the future, and that this form can be estab- 
lished by force. 


Exist by Leave of Government. 

“ For the rest, they only do what you do, 
using the same means. They are altogether 
your disciples; they have, as the saying is, 
picked up all your little dodges; they are not 
only your disciples, they are your products, 
your children. If you did not exist, neither 
would they; so that when you try to suppress 
them by force you behave like a man who 
presses with his whole weight against a door 
that opens toward him. 

“If there is any difference between you 
and them, it Ia certainly not in your but in 
thelr favor. The mitigating circumstances on 
their side are, firstly, that their crimes are 
committed under conditions of greater per- 
sonal danger than you are exposed to, and 
risks and dangers excuse much in the eyes 
of impressionable youth. Secondly, that the 
immense majority of them are quite young 
people, to whom it is natural to go astray, 
while you are for the most part men of ma- 
turé age; old men to whom reasonable 
calmness and leniency toward the deluded 
should be natural. Thirdly, a mitigating 
circumstance in their favor is that, however 
odious their murders may be, they are stil! 
not so coldly, systematically cruel as your 
Schiusselburgs, transportations, gallows 
and shootings. . ; 


Their End Justifies Means. 


“The fourth mitigating cireumstance for 
the revolutionaries is that they all quite 
categorically repudiate all religious teaching 
and consider that the end justifies the means, 
and therefore they act quite consistently 
when they kill one or more men for the sake 
of the imaginary welfare of the many; 
whereas, you--government men—from the 
lowest hangman to the highest of those who 
command them—you all support religion and 
Christianity, which is altogether incompati- 
ble with the deeds you committ. 

“ And it is you elderty men, leaders of other 
men, professing Christianity, it is you who 
say, like children who have been fighting, 
‘we didn’t begin it, they did.’ And that is 
the best you can say, you who have taken 
on yourselves the rdie of rulers of the peo- 


ple. , 
Sort of Men He Addresses. 

“And what sort of men are you? Men who 
acknowledge as God one who most definitely 
forbade not only judgment and punishment 
but even the condemnation of one’s brother: 
one who in clearest termm repudiated al) 
punishment and affirmed the necessity of con- 
tinual forgiveness, however often a crime 
may be repeated; one who commended us 
to turm the other cheek to the smiter and 
not to return evil for evil; one who, in the 
story of the woman sentenced to be stoned, 
showed so simply and clearly the impossi- 
bility of judgment and punishment between 
man and man And you, acknowledging that 
teacher to be God, can find nothing better 
to say in your defense than that ‘they be- 
gan, they ll; @o let us kill them.’ 

“An artist of my acqumintance thought of 
painting a picture,’ ‘The Execution,’ and he 
wanted a modél for the executioner. He 
heard that the duty of the executioner at 
Moscow was at that time performed by « 
watchman. The artist went to the watch- 
man's house. It was Hastertime. The fam- 


ee 
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| catching sight of a stranger he had hidden 
himself. His wife also seemed abashed and 
said that her husband was not at home; but 
his little girl betrayed him by saying, ‘ Dad- 
dy’s in the garret.” She did not know that 
her fdther was aware that he was doing evil 
and could not help, therefore, being afraid of 
anybody. The artist explained to the wite 
that he wanted her husband as a model to 
paint because his face suited the picture he 
had planned (of course, the artist did nat 
say what the picture was for which he want- 
ed the watchman’s face). Having got into 
conversation with the wife, the artist, to 
conciliate her, offered to take her little son 
as a pupil. This offer evidently tempted the 
woman. , 


Man Suspects His Motive. 

“ She went out and after a time the husband 
entered, looking askance, morose, restiess, 
and frightened. He long tried to get the 
artist to say why afd for what he required 
just him. When the artist told him he had 
met’ him in the street and his face seemed 
suitable to the projected picture, the watch- 
man asked where he had met him?—at what 
time. in what clothes?—and, evidently 
fearing and suspecting something evil, would 
not come to termes. 

“Yes, this executioner at first hand knows 
that he is an executioner and that he does 
wrong, and is, therefore, hated, and he is 
afraid of men, and I think this consciousness 
and this fear before men atone for at least a 


part of his guilt. 
Beem Callous to Guilt 


“But you ali, from the secretary of the 
court to the premier and the czar—you in- 
direct participators in the iniquities per- 
petrated every day not seem to feel your 
guilt, nor the shame your participation in 
these horrors should evoke. It is true that, 
like the executioner, you fear men, and 
fear the more the greater your responsibility 
for the crimes; the public prosecutor more 
than the secretary is the president of the 
court; the general governor more than the 
president, the president of the council of 
ministers more still, and the czar most of 
all. You are all afraid, but, Unilke that 
executionor, you are afraid not because you 
know you are doing evil, but because you 
think other people do evil. 

“Therefore I think that, low as that upfor- 
tunate watchman bas fallen, he stands 
morally immeasurably higher than you, 
participators and part authors of these aw- 
ful crimes; you who condemn others instead 
of yourselves, and carry your heeds so high. 


Quits Struggling and Speaks. 

‘‘T know that men are but human, that we 
ali are weak, that we all err, and that one 
cannot judge another. I haverlong strug- 
gied against the feeling that was and is 
aroused in nie by those responsible for these 
awful crimes, and aroused the more the 
higher the stand on the social ladder. But 
I neither can nor will struggle against that 
feeling any longer. 

_ “J cannot and will not, first, because an 
exposure of these people who do not see the 
full criminality of their actions is necessary 
for them as wel] ae for the multitude that, 
influenced by the external honor and lauda- 
tion accorded to s, approve their 
terrible deeds, and even try to imitate them. 
Secondly, I cannot and will not struggle any 
longer, because (I frankly confess it) I hope 
my exposure of these men will, one way or 
another, evoke the expulsion I desire from the 
set in which I am now Mving, and in which 
I cannot but feel myself to be a participator 
in the crimes committed around me. 

“ Everything now being done in Rusisa is 
done in the name of the genera! welfare, ip 
the neme of the protection and tranquility 
of the inhabitants of Russia. For me, there- 
fore, exists the destitution of the people, de- 
prived of the first, most nature! right of 
men, the right to use the land on which he is

And you know it, and are 
afraid of men. 

“ Yes, consider it, all of you, from the high- 
est to the lowest accomplices in murder; con- 
sider who you are, and cease to do what you 
are doing. Cease not for your own sakes, 
not for the sake of your own personality, not 
for the sake of men, not that any of you may 
cease to be blamed, but for your soul's sake 
and for the God who lives within you. 


Makes Change in Numbers. : 
“ June 18, 1908.—The papers have since con- 
tradicted the statement that twenty peasants 
were hanged. I'can only be glad of the mis- 
take, glad not only that eight men less have 
been strangled than was stated at first, but 
glad also that the awful figures moved me to

SCARABS TELL OF VOYAGE 
TO AFRICA 2,500 YEARS AGO. 


Ancient Egyptian Circumnavigated the 
Continent, Taking Five Years to Do 
It, According to History Just Found. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, July 18 —Coincident with the 
dawning triumph of aerial navigation comes 
the unearthing of the record of the grand 
adver ture of the world’s first great navigator 
and explorer. His name was Peteneith, and 
he hved in Egypt 2,000 years before Colum- 
bus disgovered America. His great exploit 
was the circumnavigation of Africa, a voy- 
age more than three times as long as Colum- 
bus made, and it occupied him nearly five 
years. 

The story ig told on two large scarabs 
which recently came into the possession of 
the Brussels museum from a private collet- 
tion. The first scarab was engraved for King 
Nechao II. in 610 B. C. to commemorate the 
voyage. It sets forth that the king sent a 
messenger “to complete the circult of the 
unknown land,” and that the messenger re- 
turned by water to Barbastis. The second 
scarab contains Peteneith’s own report of his 
explorations. | 

Prof. Capart of Brussels supplied a trans- 
lation to the Frencn academy yesterday. 
After a long enumeration of his various dis- 
tinctions the royal envoy describes the stages 
of his journey. He started in the year 8 of 
King Nechao’s reign from the Red sea and 
navigated towards the land of Punt, ar- 
riving at the ocean in less than*two months 
after leaving Egypt. A year and seven 
months of navigation towards the south 
brought him to the mountain which he calis 
the horn of the earth. 
Capart observed to the academy that 

Peteneith’s horn of the earth was not likely 
to have been the Cape of Good Hope, but 
some point much higher up the east coast. 
Finally, in the twelfth year of Nechao’s 
reign, after a journey of nearly five years, 
Peteneith arrived safe and sound at Bar-

NOGI' LAUDS STOESSEL. 
Roth Emperors Are Cheered When 


Ceremony of Dedication 
Is Ended. 


[POREBIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 


PORT ARTHUR, June 0.—Japan’s gift to 
Russia, a monument which stands over the 
spot where the bodies of 14,670 of the czar’s 
soldiers lie. buried, was unveiled today. It 
was the last chapter of the great war, and 
that the bitterness is passed was shown by 
the cheers which were given for Nicholas of 
Russia and the emperor of Japan at the close 
of the ceremony. 

Gen. Nogi, commander in chief of the Jay- 
anese forces during the great siege, in an ad- 
dress at the unveiling declared the monument 
was raised by the conquerors as fulfilling the 
réquest of Gen. Gtoessel made at the time the 
latter's forces gave up the fight. Nog! praised 
the defeated commander and expressed his 
sorrow that the latter could not be present 
at today’s ceremony. 

_ It was a red letter day for Port Arthur and 
the town looked gay in bunting, while Rus- 
Siam and Japanese flags were flying from 
every house. The monument ie situated at 
the foot of the Auzashan (Sadéle hill), some 
three miles out of Port Arthur. The hour of 
the ceremony hed been fixed for 9 o'clock in 
the morning, and long before that hour 
crowds of Japanese and Chinese, together 
with a sprinkling of Europeans and Ameri- 
cans, assembled. 


Czar Sends Silver Wreaths. 


The monument and the graves around it 
were profusely decorated with wreaths pre- 
sented by the Japanese, and a special in- 
closure had been erected for the distin- 
guished, guests and visitors. 

Gen. Guernpon, specially deputed as the 
cgar's representative, was attended by Vice 
Admiral Matoussevitch, commandant of - 
Viadivostok fortress; Gen. Chichakoff, Col. 
Opensky, and various others. He brought 
with him two wreaths worked in silver from 


Age appears to sit lightly on the veteran 
Gen. Nogi, the hero of Port Arthur and spé- 
iy selected by the emperor of Japan as 
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representative. Viscount Gen. Shima, 
governor general of Kewantung, made an 
address in Japanese, in which he described 
the object of the memorial, and with his 
sword cut the great black draping which 
had inclosed the monument. 

The Russian bishop Innocent of Peking 
held a’memorial service, fully choral, at the 
foot of the monument and afterwards sprin- 
kied holy water on the monument and sur- 
rounding graves. Then the Russian dele- 
@ates proceeded to place their wreaths on 
the monument. Then both Russian and 
Japanese generals and staffs paid their last 
respects to the dead. 


Soldiers Salute Dead Foes. 


An imposing sight was the march past by 
the Japanese troops who halted as they 
passed by the monument and saluted wh!]st 
the bugles sounded the “ last post.’’

I haven't séen much of Paris this 
time, my time having been so taken up talk- 
ing with Frenchmen about these arbitration 
questions, but I did go to the review of the 
troops at Longchamps on the I4th. 

“ There will be no innovations in Columbia 
this fall.

First in rank 
are the typewriters and stenographers, 85,086 
of them; then 82,836 millinera, 81,000 clerks 
and copyieta, 72,896 bookkeepers and ac- 
eountants, 61,571 tailoresses, 50,455 boarding 
and lodging house keepers, and 52,010 musti- 
clans and music teachers.

Only two ocou- 
pations had a larger proportion of women, 
dressmaking, with 97.5 per cent, and house- 
keeping, With 94.7 per cent, 
are, 01.9 per cent of them, women.

Almost nine-tenths 
of the women milMners are native whites.

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Explanation by Phone Unsatisfactory 

But almost always a call for explanation 
by telephone is.unsatisfactory. From the

The operaton may give 
you a private line to a department which 
doesn't know, or from that department you 
may get the information that the man whom 
you should talk with is out or busy and that 
if you will call up again in an hour or g0 you 
may get a hearing. 

The personal visit which you make to seek 
your information from the individual person 
who may tell you by word of mouth hasa 
score of hurdlesinthe way. You don’t know 
the person and you don’t know his hours or 
on what floor his office may be. He may be 
out of town, out of the office, or too busy to 
see you under any circumstances. You are 
dependent upon office attendants to direct 
you when you don’t know, anyhow, where 
you need to go. ‘ 

At the least the round trip by car has cost 
you 10 cents. You may spend as much or 
more on telephone calls. You may have 
@ lot of stewing and worry and walking also. 
And still you haven’t got the information you 
want. 

Why didn’t you -write a plain letter, put 
it in an envelope, stamp it, and drop it tn the 
nearest postoffice box on the corner? In all 
probability you would have had net results 
from the letter by 10 o'clock the next morn- 
ing, and without walk or worry or expense 
beyond the stationery and the 2 cent stamp.

Letter Gets Most Attention. 

Today a letter addressed to any business 
house in Chicago attracts more «attention 
and care and calls for more systematic rou- 
tines of disposition than any other form of 
personal touch which a customer can com- 

mand. 

A careless operator at the switchboard in a 
private exchange may razzle dazzle you half 
to death in your effort to get somebody on 
@ wire. Making a call in person. some care- 
less, ignorant attendants, already a little 
suspicious of you, may send you back and 
forth untill you are ready to drop with ex- 


TENOGRAPHERS often make amus- 
ing blunders, but it should be noted 
in their defense that their medium of 
expression is a most ticklish one, also 
that they have to contend not only 
with the elusive outline which has such de- 
vious paths for miéleading the unwary but 
often the “cranky” man, who doesn’t like 
to be asked questions, and the mumbling 
man, who speaks so indistinctly that through 
gheer weariness the amanvuensis writes down 
what she thinks he is saying without much 
hope of unraveling the tangle when she 
tries to transcribe it.

Suppose the house doesn’t want to stand for 
the contents of the letter. At the least—in 


case you have made a kick—the house must 
listen to you while you demand the firing of 
the official who wrote it But as a matter of 
fact, your possession of such a letter is one 
of the strongest possible levers for bringing - 


an unwilling establishment to time. 


In the first place, kicks are uppleasent 


things anyhow. They are especially unpleas- 
ant if the kick is reasonably reasonable. 
Then there can be no reasonable reason for 


the house refusing to reply by mail. Reply- 
ing, naturally you are entitled to reasonable 


explanation and satisfaction. For the house 
not to reply at once becomes a silent acquies- 
cence in all that may haye been in doubt or 
in controversy. :

Probable Reply to Kick. 

There are businesses which as a matter of 
policy refrain as far as possible from com- 
mitting themselves to letters. A kick by 
letter at the most may bring in reply a letter 
which reads after this style: 

“Dedr Sir—With reference to your favor 
of the 20th ult., we will say that we should 
be pleased to have you call upon us at your 
eatiiest convenience. Thanking you for 
your courtesy, we are,” etc. 


As a generally good guess don’t call. Write | 


’em another letter! Then write ’em another 
letter—and then some letters! You can call 
when you @iscover that you can’t do any- 
thing else.

that can teuch up a careless, indifferent sort

“T have visited hundreds of homes of Cht- 
cago’s poor,”’ said a physician. “ I am called 
to‘ children and asked to prescribe a remedy. 
Yet, in nine cases owt of ten, there ts but 
one remedy I can prescribe—fresh air. And 
this is the least obtainable remedy in the 
congested districts of Chicago, I have séen 

fathers who are willing to sacrifice every- 
thing to save their children from sonie acute 


sickness. 


“They will pawn their last shirt to save 
a child from diphtheria. But when I tell 
them that their children are dying little by 
little for want of fresh air, for want of light, 
they gaze at me stupidly and ask me fora 
prescription—a prescription which they can 
fill out Im the nearby drug stores.

oy sullen eyed prisoner knows thet, as 

he stands in the office ofthe county jall 

and the Bertilion system with its un- 

questioned veracity is applied to bim, 

measuring the length of his forefinger 
and taking In the color of his eyes and the 
shape of his head, he will tn future be 
marked indivioual; that no matter where ne 
may go or what he may do, should the occa- 
sioh call for it, the certificate of hie present 
examination will be obtainable and he be 
known for the man he Is. ; 

"By the use of the Bertilion system,” 
said Edgar T. Davies, the city factory in- 
Spector, “‘we have been able to cause & 
decrease of 110 per cent In the child labor 
peril. The system is now In use in the pub 
lie schools of 264 cities and has met witb 
success wherever it has been Introduced.” 

When a parent comes to the school and re- 
quests a certificate, the most rigid question- 
ing is gone through with. A baptismal rec- 
ord is required, or if the child has never been 
baptised, other satisfacory proof of the 
time of birth is required. The principal does 
all in his or her power to persuade the par- 
ent to reconsider and let the child remain 
in school for a few years longer. If this is 
of no evail and all proofs of the child's agé 
have been forthcoming and satisfactory, the 
certificate is issued.

Fo Necessary Details Omitted. | 

The certificaté, while omitting things re- 
quired in the jail Bertillon certificate, such 
as the length of the forefinger, end so ferth, 
omits no necessary detalla Name, age, 
place of birth, weight, color of eyes and hair, 
general impression of appearante whether 
slight or stout, time of. entrance to school, 
name of teacher, name of school, and numer- 
ous other specifications must be satisfac- 
torily filled out before the child is given pos- 
‘session of the coveted paper. The principal 
sends one copy of the certificate to the super- 
intendent of schools. Another goes to the 
office of the inspector, and if, at any future 
time, any question should arise concerning 
the child, it is easily referred to and. in this 
way a great déal of trouble ie avoided. 

"“ We have had @ good many cases,”’ said 
Mr. Davies, ‘‘ where children have attempted 
to paes, their certificates on to some younger 
child, a brother or sister, perhaps, who has 
not reached the age limit of 16 years. In 
past years when the system was unperfected 
We Were outwitted ns times.

“You sée, there are few children in this 
world who are just alike.

“It is remarkable to what ends the ioette 
tykes will go to obtain certificates.

While the idea of a troop of nurses is original with 
England, it is possible tLat it will be takén up in the 
United States. In fact, it is said that there is con- 
siderable talk of starting a training school for nurses 
where horsemanship will be as important a study as 
médicine. If this comes to be the case, the dangers 
of battle will be greatly lghtened, as it is a well 
known fact that many die on the field, not from the 
wounds but from the lack of immediate attention 
which should be given the wounds. 

Often a soldier is compelled to go days before he 
receives medical care. His wounds are rudely tied up 
without being properly: cleansed and he-~ts forced to 
lie in a rude ambulance, sometimes’ days before he 
reaches a hospital where he may receive ithe attention 
‘which he should have had in the- first’ place. . Poisoning 
sets in, in many cases,.and while the wounded man 
‘may not die, the chances are that.he loses. an arm or 
a leg and is compelled to go ‘through the test of life 
halt and maimed.

The idea of a nurse. brigade occurred | 
first seyen years ago to Capt. George '* 
Baker. He had been ‘sitting on his front 
porch talking with some one on’ the’ aub- 
ject of battles, lingering on the sadness  ‘ 
which attends every war because of the 
deaths which occur. Capt. Baker’s com- 
panion remarked: 

“Many deaths occur from lack of at- 
tention at once. If nurses and physicians 3 
were there at the time the wounds were | os 
given and attention vouchsafed imme- ~ 
diately Iam sure that mortality lists would be wien 
reduced.” 

“Yes,” said Capt. Baker, “but how—-how?’ He set 
to work thinking, with the resuit that he started the 
Islington Drill brigade, his first object beihg to. give 
girls a sound physical and disciplinary training. This 
movement met with the most phenomenal success and 
then a school of nursing |was instituted in’ connectioa, 
two local doctors and several trained nurses volun- 
teering their services. 

About seven months ago Capt. Baker announced 
that his “mounted section ’"—in other words, the Is- 
lington Drill Brigade Girls’ Yeomanry—was properly 
in trim. Said Capt. Baker: 

“I have now stong and efficient riders—riders who 
are women, and brave women. They are women. actu- 
ated by all a woman's patural sympathy to acts of 
bravery .and ‘self-denial, of which only a woman is 
capable. They are women who are sweet and sound 
and. levelheaded: .They are women whom I would be 
proud to have compared with any. women in the world.” 

While there are only twenty-five mounted nursés, 
Capt. Baker’s corps, including the.boys who form ‘the 
bands, is six~-‘or’ seven coaches strong. He is now 
looking for a woman to faptain the mounted section, 
which is at present commanded’ by himself and a giri

Jaunty Uniform of the Mounted Nurses. 

The uniforms worn by the mounted nurpes consist 
of red tunic blouses with blue skirts with white 6raid- 
ing around the bottom, white gauntlets, black leggings. 

They wear the ordinary military 
rank badges surmounted by spurs and crossed. whips 
One badge has the crossed flags of a signaler. 

Recently Col. Ricardo, C. O. V., inspected the troop 
He put them through a rigid drill.

When a sol- 
dier like the colonel takes the trouble to inspect twenty- 
five girls and then asks them to come to the royal mifi- 
tary tournament to see the exhibition with ‘@ view to 
their giving a display next year at the great annual 
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shaw of the navy and army

Lord Qulpepper’s brother, famous as a sieep walker, 
was indicted at the Ol@ Bailey tn 1686 for shooting 
one. of the guards. and his horse. The defense set-up 
Was, somhambulism, and by ‘calling fm hearly fifty 
witnesses to bear testimony to the. nobleman’s mar- 
velous exploits during sleép, it was successful. 

There jis \a familiar olf story of a monk who en- 
tered the prior’s bedroom during the night with his 
eyes fixed and with a large knife in his hands. With 
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scowling features and determined mien he proceeded 
straight to his superior’s bed, which fortunately was 
empty, since the prior had. not retired. The monk 
inflicted three stabs which penetrated the bedclothes 
and a mat which served the purpose of a mattress. 
He then returned to his own room with features relaxed 
and smiling: . The next day, when questioned by the 
prior, he confessed that he had dreamed that his 
mother had been murdered by the prior and that her 
spirit hed appeared to him crying for vengeance. 
Transported with fury, he seized a knife and ran di- 
rectly to the supposed assassin to stab him. Short- 
ly after he returned to hig bed he awoke, covered 
with perspiration, to find it was a dream. When the 
prior showed the monk the knife holes‘in the bed- 
elothing the somnambulist& brother threw himself on 
his knees and implred for parden.

Story of a Glasgow Saw Sharpener. 

One Fraser was a steady, respectable man, a saw 
sharpener in Glasgow, 28 years old, and belonging to 
a family in which there was insanity. Fraser's sleep 
always had been tinsettled, disturbed by dreams, night- 
mare, and talking or walking. In the morning he 
remembered nothing that had occurred or of the great 
terror that suddenly seized him during siéep. He 
started out of bed under a vivid feeling that the Nouse 
was on fire, that its walla were about to crush him, 
that his child was falling down a pit, or rost fre- 
quently of all, that a wild beast had got into the 
room and was about to attack him. “ Roaring inartic- 
ulately,” reports hie physician, Dr. Yellowlees, “and 
in ah agony of apprehensian, he tears his wife and 
child out of bed to save them from death. Or he 
fiercely chases the wild beast through the room, 
throwing the furniture about to reach it, and striking 
at it with whatever he can use a8 &2 Weapon: or he 
suddenty seizes his companion by the throat under 
the idea that he is struggling with a wild dog, horse, 
wolf, or other animal, or often some creature of the 
imagination more terrible by far.” He took up chairs 
to throw at the beast arf attacked father, half-sister, 
wife, and child, always under the delusion that he was 
im mortal combat with the beast. 


Finally Killed His Opn Child. 


One night he dreamed he saw a largé white beast 


fly up throngh the floor and pass towards the back of 
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the bed where the child lay; he grasped at the beast, 
trying to catch it; sueceeded in seizing it, and spring- 
ing out of bed, he dashed it on the wall or floor to de- 
stroy it. The child was killed and the cries of his 
wife brought Fraser to himself and te a most dis- 
tressful appreciation of what he had done, The jury 
acquitted him on the ground of soemnambulistic ir- 
responsibility, but" his physician wished him to be 
treated temporasily at an insane usylum. 

The celebrated Foderé has argued that “a man 
who has committed a bad act during sleep-is not whol- 
ly inexcusable, sirice, in accordarice with most ob- 
servations, he is only executing the plans which oceu- 
pied his mind when awake, He, in short, whose.con- 
duct is always in relation to his social duties, does 
not belie his character when he te alone with his soul. 


“He, on the contrary, who only thinks of crimes, 
deceit, and vengeance,’ says Foderé; “ displays dwur- 
ing sleep the recesses of his depraved inclination 
which external circumstances had restrained when 
awake. If such a man, then, commits a crime and 
he is a su@picious character, one ts justified, it seems 
to me, in considering this crime as a natural conse- 
quence of the immoral character of his ideas; and one 
should judge this'‘action as all the more free in that 
it has been committed.without any constraint or par- 
ticular influence. Far from considering these acts as 
insane, I regard them as the most voluntary that can 
be witnessed in human. nature.” 


Men, wise men, consider that sleep walking is 
nearly related to a state of hypnosis and they call 
it spontaneous somnambulism as distinguished from 
artificial somnambulism, hypnotism. Some persons are 
Subject to both states and are practically the same 
under both conditions, save that in sleep walking they 
are less amenable to directions. 


* 
Answered Questions in Her Sleep. 


One such woman when ready to walk in her sleep 
would sit up in bed, stare vacantly around her, an- 
swer questions, and, as when hypnotized, declare she 
did not recognize even the most familiar faces. She 
would suddenly fall back in her bed, Striking her head 
severely against the headboard. “She would walk 
about for hours, go to the pantry for the tea things, 
take round the eggs, etc., and place them on the pa- 
tients’ lockers, as she was in the habit of doing when 
assisting the nurses,” sail her physician.. “She was 
dificult to awaken from this. cond@éion. The 
application of cold water was utterly useless. On one 
occasion I threw a large basinfal of cold water on 
her without causing the least sign of Waking, not 
even a shudder. Blowing on her twice or thrice suf- 
ficed to rouse her, She came to just as any ane 
would in waking up from sleep. Om one occasion 1 seated 
her in her sleep at a table, roused her, carried on a 
short conversation with her and got her to write her 
name, then within a minute hypnotized her, and 
aroused her again. When awakened the second time

Humoring the Patient Best Remedy. 

The riding mania. i¢ dest relieved by htfmoring the 
patient. You must let him ride. He has a mad and over- 
whelming desire to fall, to fly, to hurtle through the 
air, to have his joints shaken loose, his breath knocked 
out and his neck twisted. The only thing to do is to 
take him .to an amusement park and let him bump 
the bumps good and hard. This soothes him and he 
becomes manageable enough s0 you can take him 
home and wait for the next attack. 

A common, tame sort of a ride doesn’t do the vic- 
tim any good. It aggravates his condition. A trip on 
a trolley car merely whets his appetite. It is like 
feeding a famished man soup through a straw. If you 
could let him bust a broncho or take’a whirl in a Kan- 
sas cyclone it might help some, but the only real re- 
lief is found at the amusement parks, where numerous 
mechanical devices have been contrived for treatment 
of the riding mania. 

The attack is likely to come on any Warm summer 
evening, though it becomes more acute on Saturday 
afternoon or Sunday.

The 
attendants notice the same patrons several times a 
week during the season. They get the habit of taking 
a certain ride with two or three repetitions before 
they leave their seats, and then they go home satisfied.

food. There is a theater building seating 700 or 800, in which at the present time a

It is a pleasure to sit 
with them. They erstand, or if they do not understand they appreciate, the supe- 
tlor music they hear, and their attitude is that of attention. respect, admiration. 

Of the music it is unnecessary to speak. Like all musicians of prominence, Walter 
Damrosch knows exactly how good he is, and it is not wise to keep repeating his 
praises. Sometimes, I opine, it almost irritates him. The orchestra is one of the few 
fine orchéstras in America, whether it is playing on a summer basis or a winter basis, 
and Mr. Damrosch is perhaps the most engaging personality among the conductors— 
judging him from his eloquent back, his friendly profile, and the effects he obtains. 
The Wagner programs are his particular delight—or at least our particular delight 
when he conducts.

There are few families more cl 
fied with’ the entourage of the’ family 
than that of the Stonors.

Her son, 
Harry Stonor, uncle of the present péer, is a 
gentleman im waiting to the queen, who-has 
known him ever since babyhood. He usually 
attends her on her yachting expeditions, and 
is one of the crack shots of England. His 
sister, Julia Stonor, married to the French 
Marquis d’ Houtpoul, has been from childhood 
the .closest and most intimate friend-of the 
three daughters of King Edward. 

And ‘another well known member of the 
family high in the good graces of the reign- 
ing house is Archbishop Stonor, who makes 
his home at Rome, where he is one of the 
most conspicuous figures of the pontifical 
‘court, and as such has been brought into con- 
tact. with.méearly all those distinguished 
Americans who during the lasi half century 
have been received in private and public 
audience by Pius IX., Leo XIII., and Pius X. 
He enjoye the distinction of being the only 
person who is allowed to take a dog with 
him, not only into the vatican, but into the 
presence of the pontiff. He is a great dog 
lover, and devoted to his splendid dark brown 
Danish hound, “ Beau,"’ who can boast of 
having had the hands of two popes—namely: 
of the late Leo XIII. and of the present 
pontiff—iaid upon his head in kindly caress.

Several other classes of patients are kept.

Prison life, even tn the best conducted 
of penal institutions, is productive of in- 
sanity, and those convicts who thus become 
a prey to dementia are transferred to Broad- 
moor. They alone of the inmates are com- 
pelled to wear a distinctive dfess, and when 
reported cured are by orders of the secretary 
of state returned to their respective pene- 
tentiariés, in order to complete the terms to 
which they have been sentenced. 

Still another category of patients at Broad- 
moor, an@ perhaps the most interesting of all, 
are those who are sent therein order to avoid 
bringing the stigma of crime and of felony 
upon the escutcheon of some great house. In 
Europe, as elsewhere, there are few families 
of note who are not burdened with ‘one -or 
more black sheep.
